TPS, which has two 
warehouses which sup¬ 
ply sofas across the UK, 
opened Enchante Sofas 
and Interiors last week as 
the business has attracted 
celebrity customers such 
as former footballer Rio 
Ferdinand, Katie Price, 
as well as Holly Hagan 
and Charlotte Crosby 
from hit reality TV show 
Geordie Shore. 

The post encouraged 
those affected by flood¬ 
ing in the local area to 
get in touch with Ms 
Dickenson, as well as 
those with spare televi¬ 
sions which are no longer 
in use to donate them. 


Ms Dickenson con¬ 
tinued in her Facebook 
post: “We urge anyone 
who has any spare TVs 
to please drop them in 
our stores with a note 
attached so you can also 
be thanked.

Campaigners vow to 
oppose housing plan 



CAMPAIGNERS 
in Cowbridge 
who are opposing 
the demolition 
of the old sixth 
form building on 
Aberthin Road have 
launched a second 
petition - demand¬ 
ing that the Welsh 
Government (WG) 
should intervene. 

Hafod Housing 
Association announced 
plans originally to 
demolish the building 
and build 48 homes, and 
last month submitted a 
new planning application 
which reduced the num¬ 
ber of homes to 34. 

However, the cam¬ 
paigners are still unim¬ 
pressed, and have vowed 
to oppose any plan which 
involves knocking down 
the building. 

A spokeswoman for 
the group told The GEM: 
“The strength of feeling 
in the town remains high, 
with over 800 signing an 
online petition against 
Hafod’s revised plans in 
just three days.” 

A website has also 
been launched by the 
campaigners, at www. 
oldgirlsschool.wales 

In a new strand to 
their protest campaign, 
the group has launched 
a second petition, aimed 
at putting pressure on the 


Welsh Assembly, asking 
that the WG should 
intervene and provide a 
subsidy to Hafod to put 
together a plan for new 
homes that retains the old 
building. 

This petition would 
require 5,000 signatories 
to force a debate in The 
Senedd. 

The new petition is on

A spokeswoman for 
the campaigners told The 
GEM: “As well as asking 
for the WG to provide a 
social housing grant to 
Hafod that could make a 
conversion to apartments 
possible, we will be 
renewing our call to list 
this building. 

“It has stood for over 
100 years, was made 


with traditional materi¬ 
als, and we don’t accept 
Hafod’s claims that is in 
a poor state of repair. 

“We certainly have not 
see any information to 
back up this claim. 

“We really do not feel 
that Hafod has engaged 
with the community 
at all on this planning 
proposal.”

Time for some fair 
school funding 

T he extra £600m promised by the UK 
Government to Wales in the recent Spend¬ 
ing Review statement was welcome and 
it is hoped that the Welsh Government will use 
this money to boost schools funding across the 
country.

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Banned driver wrote off car 
during lengthy high-speed chase 


Staff saved as 
store shuts 


DURING a 13-mile 
police chase in the Vale 
of Glamorgan, a motorist 
drove at more than 120 mph 
and crashed into a car which 
was a write-off. 

Cardiff Crown Court heard that 
31-year-old milk depot manager 
Amritpal Thandi drove at an aston¬ 
ishing speed. 

“It was nothing short of a mira- 
ele no one was killed or seriously 
injured,” said Judge David Wynn 
Morgan. 

Thandi admitted charges of dan¬ 
gerous driving, driving while dis¬ 
qualified, and possessing cannabis. 

He had worked in the south 
Wales area but his home was in 
Dudley, west Midlands. 

He was jailed for 18 months, and 
was disqualified from driving for 
two years, nine months, ordered 
to take an extended driving test 
and upon his release to pay a court 
surcharge of £149. 

Said the Judge: “Your driving 
that day, and your driving history, 
indicates you have a complete lack 
of regard for rules and regulations.” 

He added: “It is inconceivable 
that the court can do anything but 
impose an immediate custodial 
sentence.” 

Said his counsel, David Leathley: 
“He is insecure and tormented. He 
has lost everything and this is his 


Armageddon.” 

Prosecutor Byron Broadstock 
said that on July 21, a police motor¬ 
cyclist spotted Thandi driving a 
Citroen at Culverhouse Cross with 
no number plate. 

With the blue light on, the officer 
followed but Thandi failed to stop 
and drove towards St Nicholas 
at 90 mph before going through 
Bonvilston at 70 mph and then 110 
mph on the Cowbridge by-pass. 

Towards Pentre Meurig, said Mr 
Broadstock, Thandi hit 90 mph and 
when a patrol car joined in the 
chase, he reached 120 mph. At 
Crack Hill, he took a right hand 
bend at 110 mph and went towards 
Bridgend town centre through red 
lights at 50 mph. 

By then, said Mr Broadstock, two 
tyres had been punctured and he 
stopped and ran off 

Earlier, the court heard, at St 
Lythans, he hit a Volkswagen 
which was subsequently written off. 

His car, the court heard, had a 
large amount of collision damage. 
Thandi had been drinking but was 
later found to be below the legal 
limit. 

On him, there was a small 
amount of cannabis. 

Thandi was said to have previous 
convictions for driving with excess 
alcohol, supplying drugs, criminal 
damage, driving without due care, 
speeding, and having no insurance.

Doors to the supermarket giant’s 
High Street shop are expected to close 
for good on March 7, after serving 
customers in the town for five years. 

A business is set to take over 
the premises, but details are being 
kept tightly under wraps with an 
announcement expected to be made 
soon. 

Vale of Glamorgan MP Alun 
Cairns recently met with the compa¬ 
ny’s area and branch manager to talk 
about the imminent closure and the 
impact it will have on staff. 

Mr Cairns said he had been told 
that all 13 members of staff have 
either secured employment with the 
Co-op or taken the closure as an 
opportunity to find new work. 

He said: “I was glad to be reassured 
by Co-op that all is being done to 
ensure their staff have been a focal 


point of their considerations through¬ 
out the closure of this branch. 

“All 13 members of staff have 
been offered new roles within the 
company, with some choosing to use 
this as an opportunity to move on.” 

He addcT “Equally important. 
Co-op have reached a deal with 
another exciting businesses who will 
be moving into the premises on High 
Street. 

“After five years of operating it is 
a shame to see this great shop close, 
but I am looking forward to working 
with the new business - soon to be 
announced.” 

A spokesman for the Co-op said 
when the closure announcement 
was made: “Although the Co-op is 
growing and opening new stores, we 
sometimes have to make difficult 
decisions. Such decisions are never 
taken lightly.” 

Although details of the new tenant 
haven’t been revealed. The GEM 
understands discount chain Savers is 
a possible replacement.

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Calls for action over 
crumbling roads 

SOUTH Wales Central 
AM and Rhoose council¬ 
lor Andrew RT Davies 
has called for action 
after serious deteriora¬ 
tion of roads through 
Llancarfan. 

The state of the road run¬ 
ning from Pancross Farm to 
the A48 has grown increas¬ 
ingly worse over recent 
months, with many vehicles 
using it as a route to and 
from Cardiff Airport; the road 
also saw an increase in traffic 
during the Five Mile Lane 
closures, as drivers used it as 
a diversion. This week he met 
residents and has requested 
a site visit with the Cabinet 
Member responsible to assess 
the conditions. 

“The road through 
Llancarfan is an in exception¬ 
ally poor state, to the extent 
that it is posing a safety risk to 
motorists.

Residents ‘unsure’ speed 
limit is making a difference

RESIDENTS said they have “not 
seen any difference” in their vil¬ 
lage since the speed limit on its 
main road was changed. 

The main road through Pontyclun was 
reduced from a 30 miles per hour zone to a 
20mph zone just before Christmas. 

The stretch of the A4222 (also known as 
Cowbridge Road) which is 20mph is from 
Station Crescent, the junction for the train 
station, and it finishes just after the junction 
for Pontyclun Primary School. 

However, residents are unsure the new 
speed limit is truly making a difference in 
the area, which experiences slow traffic. 

As well as the usual rush-hour crawl, it 
is also affected by the drop-off and pick-up 
of pupils at the two schools which are either 
end of Pontyclun - Y Pant Comprehensive 
and the primary school. 

Shoppers at The Community Shop said 
drivers in the village, which has limited 
parking facilities, struggle to reach 20mph 
most days when it’s busy. 


One shopper said: “The joke around here 
is that you’re lucky if you can get up to 
20mph. I think it’s a waste of time because 
you’ve got so many crossings in the village, 
there’s one this end and one that end, and 
there’s the bit in the middle. What they 
should have done is made one side parking 
only to slow the traffic down.” 

A fellow shopper added: “It’s typical, 
we’ve not seen any difference in how 
people have been driving. They have put 
cameras up by the speed limit signs as 
well, by The Windsor and down by the 
cenotaph.” 

A local shop owner said she believes 
people are trying to stick to the new limit 
as she can hear the cars speeding up as they 
pass the signs located outside her shop. 

Jenny Watts, one of the owners of 
Ammonite Yams, said: “It’s a good idea 
but it can’t be regulated because there’s no 
speed cameras or anything in place. 

“I can hear people speeding up as they 
get to the sign because it’s near my shop, 
so they’re not going over 30mph while 


they’re in the village. I actually think the 
20mph might be aspirational. I can’t say 
I’ve noticed any real difference.” 

The new speed limit has been in place 
since December, last year - it is not known 
whether the timing is related to the death 
of a 76-year-old woman following a crash 
near The Windsor pub on November 30. 

It is understood the change had been 
previously planned, along with the reloca¬ 
tion of the Tesco bus stop to the Masonic 
Hall and new CCTV near the speed signs. 

In October of 2018, residents received a 
letter from RCT saying funding had been 
secured from the Welsh Government to 
introduce a Safe Routes In the Community 
scheme (SRIC) which was developed with 
the aim of introducing the new speed limit. 

The scheme, which residents were 
invited to comment on at the time, also 
proposed the introduction of School Keep 
Clear markings on Heol Y Felin. 

RCT were contacted for more informa¬ 
tion but failed to respond in time before 
going to print.

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Council makes plans to 
cope with grass growing 
all year round 


THE Vale Council says that 
milder winters mean that grass 
will need to be cut more often. 

However, a council spokesperson 
said that it would be done at no extra 
cost due to a ‘community benefit’ 
agreement with the contractors. 

A Vale Council spokesperson said: 
“There are 27 playparks in the Vale 
that will benefit from additional grass 
cutting during the winter, thanks to the 
community benefit agreement. 

“Countrywide Grounds Maintenance 
currently undertake the council’s 
amenity grass-cutting. As part of their 
contract, they have pledged to offer 
staff and machinery free of charge to 
help maintain the playpark grounds 
during the off-season. 

“This will ensure that the sites are 
still usable for families and children 
throughout the winter.” 

The council says that milder 


climates mean that grass no longer 
stops growing during the winter. 
However, council resources tradition¬ 
ally limit the grass-cutting season to 
between March and October. 

The Community Benefit scheme 
ensures that any contract put out by 
the council asks for any ‘added value’ 
that the contract would bring to the 
authority and community, above the 
basic work that is being undertaken. 

The cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhood services and transport, Cllr 
Peter King, said: “The service that 
Countrywide provide is a valuable 
addition to the year round work our 
parks team undertakes and we are 
incredibly grateful to them. 

“Many of our parks have benefit- 
ted from state-of-the-art upgrades in 
recent years, and the service will help 
ensure that these green spaces can be 
enjoyed all year round.”

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Homes evacuated after 
bomb found

A FAMILY unwittingly brought home 
a World War Two bomb from Penarth 
beach - causing neighbours to be evacu¬ 
ated and sparking commuter chaos. 

Tammy Ryan, 41, was on a beach walk with her 
daughter, husband and dog when they found the 
bomb on Monday. 

“We didn’t realise what it was, we just took it 
home and thought it was something that washed up 
in the storm,” said Mrs Ryan. 

Mrs Ryan and her family took the bomb back to 
her home in Andrew Road, Penarth. 

It wasn’t until she used Google Lens image 
recognition technology, that they realised it was a 
WW2 incendiary device. 

Mrs Ryan, who works as a paramedic, called 
South Wales Police who evacuated her neighbours 
to Penarth Leisure Centre and cordoned off the area. 

Police also closed Barry Road, between the 
junction with Penarth Road and the turning to 
Llandough. 


“I was absolutely mortified; it was rather embar¬ 
rassing. We sincerely apologise,” said Mrs Ryan. 

She said that they normally take things from the 
beach, like beech wood or shells. 

“Obviously, we have never taken a bomb home 
before,” she continued: “Luckily we had the thought 
to remove it from the beach, if kids had found it 
who knows what would have happened.” 

Mrs Ryan said the Penarth Leisure Centre staff 
were “fantastic”. 

“Some of them stayed late, and they gave us tea 
and coffee,” said Mrs Ryan. 

She added that some of the children joked that 
they should have brought their swimming kit. 

A spokesperson for South Wales Police said: 
“Army bomb disposal units were deployed and the 
item was confirmed as a live incendiary bomb and 
safely removed.” 

Due to the road closure, many commuters faced a 
nightmare journey home on Monday evening. 

Barry Road was reopened at 8.30pm, almost four 
hours after the initial road closure. 

“Next time we find something unusual on the 
beach, we will do our research there - not at home,” 
said Mrs Ryan.

He was responding to a suggestion at the National 
Assembly that the Vale of Glamorgan AM had 
contravened the ministerial code and the principle 
of collective responsibility by opposing plans to 
close an old people’s rehabilitation ward at Barry 
Hospital.

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Victory for ‘common sense’ as council 
abandons controversial parking plans 


AN “UNMITIGATED disaster” has been 
avoided after the Vale Council made a U-turn 
on controversial parking charges, it has been 
claimed. 

Fears the authority was going to start charging motorists 
to park in the area’s town centres and streets were dashed 
this week when the council’s car parking proposals were 
unveiled. 

Proposals, which will go under the microscope at 
Monday’s cabinet meeting, include no charges for on-street 
parking within town centres and at least two hours free 
parking in all existing town centre car parks. 

There would also be no charge for on-street parking at 
any coastal resort, no charge to park at country parks before 
10am and no charge for residents parking permits for those 
eligible. 

Clh Neil Moore, leader of the Vale Council, said: “I 
know how sensitive an issue car parking is within the 
community and we have paid close attention to residents’ 
views when drafting these proposals. 

“They include no plans to charge for on-street parking in 
town centres, meaning there should be no negative impact 
on local businesses. 

“The creation of two shopper’s car parks should mean a 
greater turnover of visitors to our two major shopping areas 
and we have made sure that there is free car parking in these 
locations for those who work there. 

“Local residents will still be able to use our country parks 
free of charge early in the morning, while standardising 
charges at coastal resort car parks recognises their year- 
round appeal.” 

Plans are afoot to create two new Shoppers Car Parks 
at Wyndham Street in Barry and near Cowbridge’s Town 
Hall. 

These would be free to use for up to two hours, cost £2 
for a stay between two and four hours, with a price of £6 for 
all-day parking. Parking would be free on Sundays. 

Charges for coastal resort car parks including Barry 
Island, Southemdown and Ogmore-by-Sea would remain 
as they are for summer months, with those rates extended 


to cover the entire year. 

Annual permits will be available for coastal car parks for 
the first time at a cost of £50 for six months and £100 for the 
year. Disabled people will be exempt from those charges. 

Parking at non-resort car parks such as Cold Knap and 
Bron y Mor n Barry, Cwm Colhuw in Llantwit Major and 
Cliff Walk and Llwyn Passat in Penarth, Portabello in 
Ogmore-by-Sea and West Farm in Southemdown will be 
free. 

From 10am until 8pm between March and September 
and until 5pm from October to Febmary, it will cost £1 to 
park for up to two hours at either Porthkerry or Cosmeston 
Country Parks. 

Between two and four hours will cost £2, while the 
charge for all-day parking would be £4. 

Where parking charges apply, modem solar-powered pay 
and display machines will be installed, with coin, chip and 
pin and contactless payment options. An improved mobile 
phone parking app is also being proposed. 

No changes to the current Residents Parking Permit 
policy are proposed for 2020/21, which will remain free to 
eligible residents. 

Conservative group leader, Cllr Vince Bailey, declared 
that “common sense has prevailed” after the authority’s 
parking plans were revealed on Tuesday. 

He said the Vale Council had been under-pressure to 
drop the “disastrous” plans after fierce opposition from the 
public, traders and some councillors. 

Cllr Bailey explained: “At last common sense has 
prevailed, and the Vale Council has finally addressed many 
of our concerns. 

“As leader of the Conservative group I have been vocal 
in calling for the council to scrap them all together. 

“The original proposals brought forward by Labour’s 
colleagues in the Independent group would have been an 
unmitigated disaster for high streets, parks and coastal 
resorts throughout the Vale and it is a relief to see that 
their influence on important policy decisions has now been 
kicked to the curb.” 

He added: “Clearly there are still some areas of concern 


within these proposals and we will continue to press for a 
parking policy that works for residents and traders. 

“However, these proposals are a significant improvement 
and we are pleased the cabinet have responded to public 
pressure.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns called on the council to abandon 
plans to introduce car parking charges at a time when shops 
are stmggling to make ends meet. 

Mr Cairns said: “The Vale Council must rethink. Each 
and every time parking proposals have been suggested they 
have always been recognised as being bad for town centres. 
Why do they think this is different this time? 

“No matter how modest or not charges will be, they 
have broken the principle of free parking in our shopping 
areas. I have no doubt that if they claim that the charges 
are low, then I suggest that they are following a tactic just 
to introduce the principle of charging. I am confident that 
they will increase over time and become a cash-cow. 

“When parking machines were not repaired in Cardigan, 
West Wales, the boost seen by local shops made UK news. 
There is an obvious message in this. People don’t like to 
pay for parking and will go elsewhere if they need to. 

“Their plan to charge at Country Parks and on Barry 
Island all year round will kill off their winter trade. The 
Council also have a ‘Well-being’ policy to encourage activ¬ 
ity amongst residents. Their plan will threaten the Barry 
Island Park run, that plays a major part in supporting health 
and fitness. The run starts at 9am and few are complete 
within an hour! It also attracts many visitors to the area - 
even from Billericay in our Gavin and Stacey run last year. 

“The parking charges will have a catastrophic impact 
on workers reliant on car parks for their daily commute, 
whilst at the same time they have slashed support for buses. 
Their proposals would mean that they will pay over £1500 
pounds a year in parking charges. Apprentices gaining 
career forming experience will have to pay nearly a quarter 
of their daily pay on parking charges. 

“My question to The Vale Council is why their own car 
park remains exempt from the charges whilst they impose 
hefty fees on local residents?”

A spokesperson for Hafod said: ““Hafod 
is a not-for-profit organisation committed 
to supporting communities by providing 
high-quality affordable homes based on 
identified local need. 

“Where possible, we do our best to pre¬ 
serve existing buildings if it is economical 
and in the interest of local housing needs. 


However, in this instance it is not com¬ 
mercially feasible to retain the structure 
for re-use. 

“After consultation with the public and 
meeting with Jane Hutt and members of 
the community, we can confirm that we 
have submitted a revised plan to the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council, reducing the number 
of dwellings to 34 from 48. 

“The planning application will continue 
to follow the due planning process and 


the full details are available on the Vale 
Council’s website.” 

The campaigners feel so strongly about 
that matter that they have taken an advert 
in this week’s GEM (see page 9) detailing 
their objections. 

They have had support from South 
Wales Central AM Andrew RT Davies, 
who said: “The Old Girls’ Grammar School 
is part of the history of Cowbridge, and 
these plans to tear it down must be stopped. 


Submissions open for 
candidate gypsy and traveller sites 


RESIDENTS have been invited 
to submit candidate sites for a 
new gypsy and traveller site after 
a suitable location could not be 
identified by Vale of Glamorgan 
Council. 

The council said its Adopted Vale of 
Glamorgan Local Development Plan 2011- 
2026 includes commitment in the approved 
monitoring framework to identify a suitable 
site for gypsies and travellers. 

It is to accommodate the need which 
was identified in the Gypsy and Traveller 
Accommodation Assessment which was 
carried out in 2016. 

However, initial work undertaken by 
the council’s gypsy and traveller accom¬ 
modation board to find a site, which 
included investigating council-owned land 
and approaching large land owners, was 
unsuccessful so the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council is now calling on submissions of 
candidate sites. 

The council said it is inviting developers. 


landowners and other interested parties to 
identify land to nominate candidate sites for 
use as a gypsy and traveller site. 

Submissions for candidate sites, which 
must be at least 0.5 hectares, opened on 
Monday, February 17 - the deadline is at 
5pm on Monday, march 30. 

A Vale of Glamorgan Council spokes¬ 
man said: “The Council has a statutory 
requirement to assess the requirements of 
Gypsy and Traveller groups in its area and 
if necessary, identify a site for them. 

“Initial work undertaken by the Council’s 
Gypsy and Traveller Accommodation 
Board, which including investigating 
Council-owned land and approaching large 
landowners, failed to identify a suitable 
site. 

“Therefore, the Council has placed 
adverts in the local press, asking those who 
own appropriate sections of land to come 
forward.” 

Each site will be assessed to make sure 
it can satisfy planning policy require¬ 
ments and to see that is deliverable - site 


assessments will look at physical and 
environment constraints, infrastructure and 
access requirements. 

Submitted candidate sites will be com¬ 
piled into a site register which will be 
publicly available in due course. 

Candidate sites should be submitted via 
the candidate site form which is available 
to download on the consultations section of 
the Vale of Glamorgan Council’s website. 
Paper copies of the form are available from 
the council’s docks office in Barry. 

Vale of Glamorgan has said that submis¬ 
sions do not confer any status onto the sites, 
and that the council will not consider the 
locations for anything other than the gypsy 
and traveller site.

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Storm Dennis 
leaves path of 
destruction 
across Wales 



STORM Dennis battered 
south Wales over the week¬ 
end, leaving a path of 
destruction and flooding. 

A red weather warning was in place 
from 6.10am until 11am on Sunday, 
February 16 which covered most of 
south Wales including Bridgend, the 
Vale of Glamorgan, Ogmore Vale and 
Rhondda Cynon Taf- a month’s worth 
of rain is thought to have fallen in 
some areas of south Wales in only a 
few hours. 

Storm Dennis, which descended 
upon the UK on Valentine’s Day - 
Friday, February 14 - was only days 
after Storm Ciara which had swept the 
UK during the previous weekend. 

Areas such as Peterston-Super-Ely 
experienced flooding which affected 
businesses and left residents stranded. 

While the Vale of Glamorgan village 
was accessible from the end nearest to 
St Fagans, residents were warned to 
avoid travelling through it. 

Vale Communities for Future 


Generations (VCFFG) said it was a 
“powerful reminder” of the impact of 
climate change and that it would be a 
greater problem if the plans go ahead 
for the new airport slip road linking the 
M4 at junction 34 to the A48. 

The group has claimed the plan is 
“out of date” and without “valid” envi¬ 
ronmental impact studies. 

Ogmore Vale is also understood to 
have experienced some flooding, with 
posts on social media appealing for 
help for the Ogmore Valley Welfare 
Hall which was flooded. 

A property on Commercial Street 
is also thought to have been flooded, 
and in Corbett Street council workers 
put sandbags around homes to protect 
them from a culvert which had become 
overwhelmed. 

Council workers also worked hard 
to clear culverts in Pencoed at Min-y- 
Nant and Green Acre Drive. 

Meanwhile Nantymoel and Ogmore 
Vale Pharmacies has warned its users 
to order repeat prescriptions earlier 
and to allow more time as its main

supplier, Phoenix, is based 
in Nantgarw which was badly flooded. 

The A4063 which links Bridgend 
and Cymer, closed over the week¬ 
end due to a fallen tree, however it 
reopened on Sunday afternoon. 

Pontyclun also experienced flooding 
in the wake of Storm Dennis, as the river 
Ely burst its banks near Brynsadler. 

The village football pitch, home to 
Pontyclun Football Club, was flooded 
along with the footpaths which lead 
from the A4222 to Ivor Woods. 

Porthcawl experienced debris in 
areas like the Boardwalk following 
the high tide from the rain water, with 



drift wood and rocks strewn across the 
public footpath. 

South Wales Fire and Rescue 
Service, South Wales Police, Bridgend 
County Borough Council, Vale of 
Glamorgan Council and RCT all 
praised their workers for working to 
combat Storm Dennis on the weekend 
while the storm was ongoing and this 
week during the clean up. 

South Wales Are service is thought 
to have received an unprecedented 
1,300 calls over the weekend. 

A yellow weather warning for rain is 
still in place today, Thursday, at 3pm.

THE Shadow Minister for Rural Affairs, 
Andrew RT Davies AM/AC, has blasted 
the Welsh Labour Government over its 
approach to bovine TB as the latest fig¬ 
ures show another shock increase - up 
by 14 percent - in livestock slaughtered 
because of the disease. 

Mr Davies, who is the Member for South Wales 
Central, and a farmer, said that the administration 
in Wales is “... losing the battle to manage and 
eradicate bovine TB”. The latest set of statistics for 
November 2019 follow two consecutive months that 
each showed record increases. In the 12 months to 
November 2019, 12,354 cattle - up by 1,518 from 
10,836 - were slaughtered due to bovine TB. The 
figures for England for the same period show a 
four-percent decrease from 32,937 to 31,562. 

Mr Davies said: “Let’s be clear about this: the 
battle to eradicate bovine TB is being lost by the 
Welsh Labour Government here in Wales. The 
action and measures it has implemented to date are 
letting down the farming community and wildlife 
population in Wales, and a lasting solution is long 
overdue. 

“Livelihoods are at stake, and no amount of 
compensation - the average cost of £179,000 per 


herd for compensation and testing is not really 
reparation - for the loss and anxiety suffered makes 
up for it; and we must look at the financial cost, as 
well as the human and animal suffering. 

“Some £14.5 million in compensation was paid 
to Welsh farmers in 2018-2019. This is an increase 
on the £ 11.7m paid during 2017-2018 and £10.9m 
in 2016-2017. These vast amounts of money from 
the taxpayer should be spent more wisely than this. 
The Minister for Environment, Energy and Rural 
Affairs, Lesley Griffiths, had said that the current 
compensation paid to farmers is ‘unsustainable’. 
The Welsh Government is proposing a review of 
the current bovine TB compensation regime, but no 
timescales were provided by the Minister when she 
announced the review in Plenary in April 2019.” 

Mr Davies concluded by saying: “The sad truth 
is that these figures highlight that the Labour 
Government’s relationship with and understanding 
of rural and agricultural Wales is at an all-time low. 

“The hardworking farmers of Wales deserve 
a comprehensive, scientifically-led, holistic pro¬ 
gramme of bovine TB eradication to tackle the 
disease in cattle and wildlife, and it looks like only 
a Welsh Conservative administration would deliver 
this.”

RAILWAY workers will start wearing body worn 
cameras in a bid to crack down on anti-social behav¬ 
iour on trains, Transport for Wales has announced. 

The company will be giving certain workers, including conduc¬ 
tors and station staff, recording equipment as part of a trial. 

Cameras are being rolled out after statistics revealed more 
than 350 incidents of verbal or physical abuse against staff were 
reported last year. 

The body worn camera trial is the railway company’s latest 
venture aimed at stamping out anti-social behaviour, having 
employed extra security staff and investing in CCTV at every 
station. 

A spokesman for the company revealed the trial will include 
four different types of cameras and after a review period, one com¬ 
pany will be chosen to supply 300 cameras across the network. 

Ken Skates, Welsh Government minister for economy and 
transport, said: “Everyone has the right to work or travel on our 
network without the fear of abuse or threats. 

“The rail staff there to help us are no different to our family 


and friends. They are working hard to get us from A to B, often in 
difficult circumstances.” 

He added: “We must stamp out anti-social behaviour and do 
everything we can to support staff to do their jobs and let pas¬ 
sengers make their journeys in a safe and pleasant environment.” 

Marc Clancy, a conductor at Transport for Wales, explained: 
“We have to deal with a range of people daily and most of our 
customers are grateful and polite. 

“We work extremely hard to give our customers the best pos¬ 
sible experience when using our services, however at times staff 
and passengers do experience occasional anti-social behaviour 
and abuse. 

“The introduction of these cameras should act as a deterrent 
to anti-social behaviour, support assault prosecutions and boost 
public confidence in safety. 

“They will provide front-line staff with more confidence when 
dealing with difficult situations and abusive customers.” 

The trial is being delivered by Transport for Wales alongside 
the British Transport Police.

AM backs defib campaign 


REGIONAL AM Suzy Davies is back¬ 
ing the St John’s Defibruary campaign 
to raise awareness during February of 
the importance of having defibrillators 
located in as many places as possible. 

Welsh Conservative Mrs Davies said: “I have 
campaigned since 2011 for defibrillators to be 
placed throughout our communities. My legislative 
proposals to this effect had cross party support from 
Assembly members but, sadly, not from Welsh 
Government. Even so, I am delighted that there is 
now a greater public awareness of the need for them 
and how easy it is to use them. 

“If someone suffers a cardiac arrest away from 
a hospital setting, there are literally just minutes to 


save their life. The survival rate for such victims is 
just one in ten and that drops by a further ten per 
cent for every minute that passes. Early CPR and 
defibrillation is vital in saving lives. 

“I have also argued for the teaching of life saving 
skills to be compulsory in schools so children are 
equipped to deal with these emergencies. Again, 
I had backing from AMs for this proposal but the 
Minister has resisted making it a mandatory part of 
the school curriculum, in contrast to the position in 
England and Ireland. 

“Em glad, though, that some schools invite organ¬ 
isations like St John’s Cymru, Cariad, Welsh Hearts, 
British Heart Foundation and the Red Cross to train 
children and young people to help grow Wales as a 
nation of lifesavers.” 


Vets issue adviee after dogs 
struck by vomiting bug 


THE British Veterinary Association 
(BVA) has issued advice for dog owners 
following a spike in the number of acute 
gastroenteritis cases being reported in 
many parts of the country. 

Vets report dogs with symptoms including more 
frequent vomiting than is usually seen in canine gas¬ 
troenteritis cases, accompanied in a few instances 
by diarrhoea, anorexia and lethargy. 

It is reported that affected dogs usually make a 
full recovery following prompt veterinary care to 
treat the symptoms. However, a small number of 
deaths have been reported; it is currently not clear if 
these are linked to the condition under investigation. 

British Veterinary Association president Daniella 


Dos Santos said: “While pet owners are understand¬ 
ably worried, the cases may be part of a normal 
increase in gastroenteritis that vets usually see 
during the colder months. Our advice to owners is 
to call their local vet for advice in the first instance 
if their dog shows any of these symptoms. If your 
dog is ill, we’d encourage minimising contact with 
other dogs until veterinary advice has been sought. 

“BVA is also asking vets to report any cases and 
controls via a questionnaire on the Small Animal 
Veterinary Surveillance Network (SAVSNET) 
website, to help researchers build a clearer picture 
of the outbreak and to investigate if the spike is part 
of normal seasonal variation or if a specific virus or 
bacteria is in play.”

AFTER the mayhem of recent high winds 
and heavy rainfall, Penarth and District’s 
last two walks passed without a hitch, 
firstly when a group of 22 walkers joined 
Geraint for a delightful local walk begin¬ 
ning in Dinas Powys.

Sully U3A hears a Jewish 
family history 

AT Sully USA’s February meeting, 
Stanley Soffa revealed the history of 
Jewish immigration into the UK and 
Wales, and delved into his own family’s 
personal experiences. 

Stanley’s father’s family came to the UK from 
Russia in the late 1800s, settling in the densely 
populated Jewish area of the East End of London. 
Like many others there, they worked in the tailoring 
industry. Later, his grandparents left for Cardiff 
where they set up in business as drapers in City 
Road. They Jewish community there were served by 
various synagogues and the cemetery at Highfield 
Road. But war brought insecurity, with Stanley’s 
family being required to register as aliens in 1916 
and again in 1939. 

The population of Jews in Wales is now less than 
one tenth of its size in the 1950s, but their family 
stories are being collected by the Jewish History 
Association of South Wales, and many of them 
can be accessed online by searching The People’s 
Collection Wales.

Nelson’s naval career took 
him to Egypt, France, and Denmark fighting battles. 
Following his death Emma applied for financial help 
from the government, but this was declined and she 
died penniless in January 1815, a few months short 
of her 50th birthday. 

Nelson’s daughter with Emma, named Horatia, 
married a clergyman and had 10 children, having 
settled at Nelson’s ancestral home in Norfolk.

Could yuM help out at 
Monday Club? 

THE Monday Club started in Cowbridge, 
offering a social monthly evening for 
adults with a learning disability, around 
1975. 

This was a time when places like Hensol Castle 
‘hospital’ were closing, and those housed there were 
emerging into ‘care in the community’. It was also 
a time when Cowbridge’s population was expanding 
and more people were forming organisations in the 
town. Some of the club’s helpers from the 1970s are 
still involved today, so it is not hard to guess their 
ages: a younger generation of helpers is urgently 
needed - please do come along and try us out! 

We have 17 lively club members at the moment, 
coming in from not just Cowbridge and Llantwit 
Major, but from as far afield as Barry, Llanharry, 
Bridgend. Each needs more than one helper, having 
very individual difficulties; it is heart-warming to 
see how everyone finds his or her place at the club, 
taking care of each other, and sharing the fun. 

Shy members who hover in the doorway for 


months gradually become integrated. We try to 
ensure that every month we offer something to draw 
people in and include everyone as much as we can. 
Over the last year, we have had games (organised by 
Rotary Club); flower arranging, a ‘walkabout’ treas¬ 
ure hunt (from the Lions Club), keep fit, a visit with 
food to Warren Mill Farm Park, papier mache crafts 
(decorating a tree for the Christmas Tree Festival), a 
Christmas party complete with magician. 

We ran a stall at the Lions’ May Fair to boost our 
funds, sent a coachload to the Bob Cook games in 
Swindon (a Lions event), enjoyed a garden party 
in Trerhyngyll with music by Half Tidy on a lovely 
summer’s evening, and were given a wonderful 
concert by male choir ‘Cor Meibion y Machlud’. 
In May, our helpers were honoured with a Service 
To the Community award from Cowbridge Town 
Council. The annual mystery coach trip in June was 
to the Brecon Beacons and then to Llancaiach Fawr, 
with its enthralling tales of Tudor history. 

This year has seen the opening of a second house 
in Cowbridge where some of our members are in 
supported living; four members now live independ¬ 
ently in and around the town, with support, and this 
seems to work really well. 

We welcome the enthusiastic help we have each 
month from some of the school’s sixth formers, 
many of whom plan to undertake medical or nursing 
training. We could not cope without the transport 
help, and indeed all sorts of other support, from our 
local Lions’ organisation. The Monday Club (sup¬ 
ported by Mencap) is run entirely by volunteers and 
we constantly seek funding, so we are very grateful 
in this respect over the past year to Cowbridge 
United Charities, Cowbridge Town Council, the 
Masonic Emerald Lodge, and the Rotary and Lions 
organisations. 

This year, we are one of three local organisations 
chosen for some Co-op funding next autumn (if 
people nominate us when they buy Co-op products!). 

We keep trying to spread the word about our club. 
Although we have never been short of members, it 
is SO important that families and carers know of our 
existence. Please everyone, take an interest in us, 
and do get in touch if you can offer any help.

PLANT Llant- 
wit’s new monthly 
column aims to help 
GEM readers towards 
‘greener’ gardening. 
Whether you have 
a large garden or a 
couple of tubs, you 
can do your bit to 
increase biodiversity 
and lower your car¬ 
bon footprint. 

People call rain¬ 
forests the “lungs” 
of our planet, but 
right here in the 
Vale we can sur¬ 
round ourselves 
with plants that pro¬ 
duce vital oxygen, 
while slurping up 
carbon dioxide. 
This can be 
in our gardens. 


inside our homes, or you 
could join Plant Llant- 
wit’s tree-planting events 
in shared spaces. 

We’ll be sharing 
money-saving and 
labour-saving tips - 
because wildlife often 
benefits when we do less! 
Neglected gardens, full 
of brambles and nettles, 
may teem with birds, 
frogs, butterflies and 
hedgehogs, while mani¬ 
cured lawns and neat 
borders can be wildlife 
no-go areas. 

So this column aims 
to encourage gardens we 
can enjoy, while making 
them welcoming spaces 
for our fellow-creatures! 

Let’s start with some 
greener-gardening prin¬ 


ciples: 

Don’t be too tidy. 

Living things need 
somewhere to live, feed, 
and breed, so - make 
a log-pile, leave some 
leaves in a comer, and let 
some of your dandelions 
flower, to feed the bees. 

Plant a wide variety 
- flowers for pollinators, 
food plants for butterflies 
and moths, seeds and 
berries for birds. 

Avoid pesticides and 
herbicides. For future 
generations to enjoy the 
wildlife that we grew up 
with, encourage friendly 
beasts, that in turn dis¬ 
courage foes. Children 
will love exploring the 
mini-beasts among the 
plants and soil. And 


ultimately human life 
depends on the biodivers¬ 
ity that we are rapidly 
destroying. 

Compost as much as 
possible. 

Share and swap seeds 
and plants with friends 
and neighbours, so you’ll 
be growing plants that 
suit our local climate and 
soil. 

Avoid digging: small 
critturs in the soil need 
air spaces and drainage, 
and not being chopped 
up. Let the earthworms 
do all the hard work of 
turning over the soil! 

Buy peat-free com¬ 
post. Destroying peat¬ 
bogs not only harms 
valuable habitats, but 
also causes enormous 
amounts of carbon diox¬ 
ide to be released. 

Learn to save seeds 
and take cuttings from 
your favourite plants - so 
much cheaper than visit¬ 
ing garden centres. 

Grow some food! 
Even if it’s just herbs 
on a sunny windowsill, 
sprouting seeds, or a 
beautiful Rosemary in 
a tub by your door, it 
all saves food miles, and 
improves your meals. 

All these points will be 
covered and expanded in 
future articles. 

Meanwhile, some top¬ 
ical tips for Febmary and 
early March: 

Cold, wet and windy 
days are perfect for plan¬ 
ning ahead and ordering 
seeds from a really good 
company like The Real 
Seed Company. 

Prune autumn-fruiting 
raspberry canes back to 
soil level. 


Sow winter salads, 
such as Mizuna. 

If you have made com¬ 
post, spread it on grow¬ 
ing spaces, so that the 
earthworms can incor¬ 
porate it into the soil. 
Cover with plastic or old 
carpet to warm the soil 
and reduce weeds, till 
you’re ready to sow. 

Fill a birdbath (or 
tray) with clean water, 
for birds to drink and 
bathe, especially if the 
weather freezes. Keep 
bird-feeders topped up, 
as the birds will depend 
on them. 

Finally: get a good 


book from the library, or 
order from Nickleby’s: 
‘Grow Your Own Vege¬ 
tables’ by Joy Larkcom 
is recommended. 

Formed by local 
people in response to the 
growing global climate 
emergency.

Vale school plays its part 
in developing new Welsh 
education curriculum 


ST Joseph’s Primary School in 
Penarth has been working closely with 
Welsh Government on the creation of 
the new curriculum framework, soon 
to be rolled out in primary schools 
nationwide. 

Schools will be required to design their 
own curriculum and assessment arrange¬ 
ments and, rather than following a nation¬ 
ally prescribed learning program, schools 
will be able to make decisions that best 
meet the needs of specific learners. 

As well as contributing to the frame¬ 
work, St Joseph’s has also introduced its 
own curriculum, and is one of only 16 
Curriculum Innovation Schools in Wales. 

The curriculum is based on findings in 
child development and cognitive sci¬ 
ence, with staff undertaking learning on 
how children’s bodies and minds develop. 

Lessons have been tailored to enhance 
pupils’ personal, social and physical develop¬ 
ment, while providing a detailed knowledge 
and understanding of the world, both past 
and present. The school has also benefited 
from refurbishment of all classrooms, a com¬ 
plete reconfiguration of the Foundation Phase 
learning spaces and a state-of-the-art nursery. 

Staff regularly deliver learning experiences 
outside of the classroom, as the school ’ s grounds 
include a playing field, wooded area, pond, 


orchard, wildflower meadow and polyturmel. 

The introduction of the school’s 
ambitious new curriculum has seen 
standards improve year on year. 

Last year’s National Reading Tests saw 
the average child in St Joseph’s score within 
the top 20 per cent of the country, with simi¬ 
larly high standards achieved in mathematics. 

Headteacher Gareth Rein said: 
“We’re extremely proud of our 
achievements at St Joseph’s. 

“Everything we do is based on the 
best available research and is designed 
to help each individual child thrive.” 

The Vale Council Cabinet Member for 
Education and Regeneration, Cllr Lis Burnett, 
said: “The new Curriculum for Wales is 
inspiring schools to take a more holistic 
approach toward learning.

DS 3 Crossback Prestige PureTech 155 
Auto 8-speed Motors review by Tony Yates 



A few weeks ago you might remember that I tested my 
first-ever EV - and you might remember me telling you 
how it was brilliant, and how I’m now a convert. 

Well, I have now recovered and I’m back once again testing cars 
that have an actual combustion engine, which I was missing quite a 
lot actually. But now for this week’s review of the DS 3 Crossback. 

Power and Efficiency: 

The DS 3 Crossback I had on test was powered by 3 cylinder 1199cc 
Euro 6.3 petrol engine with 114kW of power (155HP) and 240Nm of 
torque - which is a good starting point. 

Fuel consumption comes in around 41-46 mpg combined (subject 
to how you drive) and C02 emissions of around 114 - 128g/km 
(combined) and a respectable 0-62 time of around 8.2 seconds plus a 
max speed of 129mph. 

On the road: 

The DS 3 rides well and all the chassis components have been set 
up to keep you welded to the road ahead and feeling in total control. 


Into the comers, it’s smooth, and the suspension underneath you does 
a great job of keeping it that way, no matter how demanding the road 
gets. 

All this makes for a very relaxing drive - unlike my VW UP! GTi, 
which rattles my teeth out at every opportunity. 

I would like to have had a bit more feedback from the steering, but 
the chassis more than makes up for this minor niggle. Maybe it’s me, 
but the older I get - the more I want a car to be smooth and unfussy... 
unless you are 18, because then you want a car that can bounce you 
around like a tennis ball. 

Interior and Technology 

The seating does a great job of keeping you well supported, while 
the rear passenger legroom is adequate for most adults. Boot space is 
also good at 3501itres (seats up) plus you get 40/60 split rear seats and 
a height-adjustable front seat. 

The DS3 Crossback also benefits from: Hill Start Assist, front and 
rear parking sensors, ESP, tyre pressure sensors, EBS - lane-keeping 


assist, lane departure warning and speed recognition, security alarm, 
automatic lights and wipers, DS 3d LED rear lights, halogen headlights 
and dark tinted rear windows. 

Plus, there are lots of cool things to keep you entertained for many 
hours such as: lOinch HD touchscreen, DAB digital radio with 8 
speakers. Mirror Screen with Apple car play and Android Auto, DS 
Connect 3D Navigation and flush-fitting door handles that pop in and 
out. This feature alone is very cool - and I admit that I spent much of 
my time just locking and unlocking the DS 3 because it was so cool. I 
also drove around to all my friends’ homes so I could get very excited 
explaining to them all about this very cool feature. Ok, I’m joking - but 
I had you going there for a minute! 

To sum up: The DS 3 Crossback is a great car for any person 
looking for a family car that ticks all the boxes. I am going to give the 
DS 3 four stars in this test, because it really does deserve it.

A choir of remarkable children and young 
people who look after sick or disabled 
relatives will take centre stage next month 
when Barnardo’s Cymru holds a fund¬ 
raising concert. 

The Merthyr Young Carers’ Choir, whose mem¬ 
bers are aged between nine and 15, often have heavy 
responsibilities at home helping to look after parents 
or siblings; but every week they have a night off to 
sing their hearts out with the choir which meets in 
Dowlais. 

On Monday, March 2 they will join more than 
600 singers from 17 schools including young people 
from Bridgend, Barry and the Vale of Glamorgan at 
a fundraiser for the children’s charity at St David’s 
Hall, Cardiff. Money raised will go towards helping 
some of the area’s most vulnerable children and 
families. 

The concert was held for the first time last year 
and proved so popular with schools that it has 
returned for a second date with compere Stifyn 
Parri. The Merthyr Young Carers’ Choir was set 
up by Bamardo’s Cymru project worker Geraldine 
Maddison who runs respite sessions for the young 


people, funded by Merthyr Borough Council. 

Geraldine said: “Singing is not just time away 
from caring, but it breaks down barriers and allows 
them to make new friends. For some it is the only 
socialising they are able to do. They realise they 
are not the only ones with caring responsibilities, it 
builds their confidence and has brought them some 
great opportunities.”

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How an ‘Upstairs Downstairs’ moment 
led to a Cowbridge cricket mutiny 



ONE thing that non-sports fans miss, is 
that writing about any game involves a 
great deal of social history. The current 
travails at West Ham FC stem, in part, 
from moving from a small, ‘working 
class’ ground to a modern - but soul-less 
- super stadium. 

In this fascinating piece, Jeff Bird, the 
ehairman of Cowbridge Cricket club, 
recalled a time in the 1930s when the club 
made its own eontribution to soeial history. 

It appears that soeial elass was the root of the 
problem then. Well, who would have thought it? 

WINNING can be a bond amongst 
disparate groups of sportsmen formed 
into teams. 

This was beautifully illustrated when the BBC’s 
Peter West once interviewed the Yorkshire batsman 
Doug Padgett and, in his best jolly good ehaps way, 
he suggested to Padgett that for Yorkshire to have 
won three county championships in successive 
years, the team must have a wonderful team spirit. 

After a long pause, Padgett replied no, it wasn’t 
true, in faet they didn’t much like each other but 
that they were all good players and that winning was 
what kept them together. 

As they grew older and winning eame less often 
the eraeks appeared and the they all fell out. 

Perhaps Hilaire Belloe came elose to giving sport 
a more desirable eontext than winning being all by 
suggesting that ‘There’s nothing worth the wear of 
winning. But laughter and the love of friends’. 

Had Boyeott, Illingworth and the rest had a little 
bit of the Belloe view, who knows what they might 
have aehieved. 

In the 1930s, Cowbridge Crieket Club was a 
power in club cricket. Test and eounty crieketers 
appeared on a regular basis and losses were hardly 
ever entered in the scorebooks by the Miss Russells. 

The Seeond XI also enjoyed suecess, if anything 
being statistieally even more sueeessftil than the 
Firsts. Winning was important and it kept up an 
illusion of harmony whieh would turn out to be a 
dangerous one. 

Cowbridge ran three teams, a First, Second and 
Midweek XI, the latter taking advantage of early 
closing in the town on a Wednesday whieh allowed 
shopkeepers to play. While the Wednesday XI 
brought together the members of both the other two 
XIs, it was obvious to everyone then, and not diffi¬ 
cult to work out now, that there was a elear division 
between the teams on a soeial basis. 

The First XI seems to have a strong publie sehool 
influenee. The members were at the very least 
professional gentlemen. It seems that some were 
men who had retained a superior vision of their 
station in life and that they failed to get along with 
those whom they regarded as their soeial inferiors 
is no surprise. 

To the disappointment of those with ambition, this 
attitude seemed to creep into the subjeetive waters of 
team selection. 

As for the printers, the ironmongers, the railway 


workers and the librarian who were the core of the 
Seeond XI, it is not hard to imagine a sense that they 
felt this was not the way it should be. 

Years later the doyen of Cowbridge ericket, Colin 
Adams was unusually adamant in his view that two 
players at least played a good deal more Seeond XI 
ericket than their talents would have suggested - nay 
bellowed should have been the case. 

The two in question were Bruce Bird, an ironmon¬ 
ger and wieket-keeper whose combative style might 
have been a bit rich for the Firsts, and Ted Lewis a 
railwayman who probably took more wiekets than 
anyone else has done for the elub. 

Colin Adams believed that these two eould have 
played first elass ericket. Bruee was also the man 
who led the fundraising to bring county cricket 
to Cowbridge and was at the heart of eommittee 
activities. 

Nobody eould elaim this was anything but a 
eomplex situation. 

So against this baekground of soeial tension eame 
the inevitable spark that ignited an explosion that 
would cause a great sehism within the club. 

The faets, as relayed by word of mouth, were that 
a Midweek XI went to play at a country house venue 


in the Llanelli area. That venue remains unknown 
but this was no ordinary fixture as it involved a 
morning start and a luneh interval. 

This was when the trouble started. When time 
eame for the break for lunch, the hosts invited those 
from Cowbridge who they eonsidered their soeial 
equals to dine with them upstairs, while the rest of 
the team were eonsigned to eat downstairs with the 
staff. 

Why the Cowbridge invitees to the upstairs did 
not suggest that such an arrangement would not do 
is unclear. Perhaps they felt embarrassed, perhaps 
they failed to see that it would be seen as an insult. 

Whatever the situation, it was taken to be one by 
the downstairs diners. They were not going to eom- 
plete the game under sueh cireumstances. When the 
time eame to restart, the rest of the Cowbridge team 
were probably past Morriston on their way home. 

The fall out was sad. A number of stalwarts, 
having felt slighted, left the elub to play elsewhere. 
Despite the devastation of such a public falling out, 
all that was officially recorded was an entry in the 
Minute Book to the effect that there would only be 
one XI in 1936. 

It would take time and eventually some aeceptanee 


that both sides in this sad event had the ability but 
laeked the will to have avoided the rumpus at luneh 
and might have managed the fall out better. 

It remained a eomplex affair. Of the players, Neil 
Brown eontinued to play, his twin Alan preferred 
not to. 

A eouple went to Miskin, another to St Fagans. 
And all the while in his deadliest form was the 
Sydney Barnes of Cowbridge, Ted Lewis who, given 
the ehance proved equally as effective at First XI 
level as he had done in the Seeonds 

By the time Cowbridge put out a Seeond XI again, 
a world war had taken place and Clement Attlee was 
Prime Minister. 

The General Eleetion of 1946 had been a seminal 
moment in British history. 

“We are the masters now” proelaimed Hartly 
Shaweross. It was a very different world soeially in 
whieh Cowbridge Crieket Club and the eountry at 
large would seek to restore itself from the eountry 
house mutiny. When that happened there would be 
laughter and friendships and that is what sport is 
about.

AFTER their JD Cymru 
Premier trip to Newtown was 
blown into postponement 
by Storm Dennis, Gavin 
Chesterfield’s Barry welcome 
familiar foes Caernarfon 
to Jenner Park on Saturday 
(February 22), hoping to 
weather the storms posed by 
an increasingly-turbulent 
Championship Conference. 

With a 4-0 win over the Canaries 
installing Connah’s Quay Nomads as 
the league’s new leaders, new boss 
Huw Griffiths will be eager to get 
his Caernarfon team back on track at 
Jenner Park, while Chesterfield will 
know his Barry side cannot afford to 
drop any points this weekend, espe¬ 
cially with only three home games 
left in their league campaign after 
Saturday’s encounter. 

With Nomads, TNS and Bala all 
having plenty to play for and Newtown 
circling as recurring bogey opponents, 
Caernarfon at home is surely a must- 
win and though Griffiths has yet to 
bring a Cofis team to Barry, the men 
from the north Wales coast are far 
from strangers to the Jenner faithful. 

Indeed, the dangers posed by the 
likes of Darren Thomas, Nathan Craig 
and others have been a regular feature 
of Sgorio broadcasts in recent years, 
with Caernarfon attempting to qualify 
for European football for the first time 
in a history played out largely over the 
border in England. 

Long-time followers will recall 
that Barry and Caernarfon were two 
of Wales’ so-called ‘Irate Eight’, the 
eight defiant clubs who resisted place¬ 
ment in the newly-created League of 
Wales back in 1992. 

The fallout from this stand-off forced 
the Barry first team to fulfil their home 
fixtures 100 miles from Jenner Park at 
Worcester City’s St George’s Lane, 
while Caernarfon soldiered on from 
their own makeshift base at Curzon 
Ashton, Manchester, a four-hour return 
trip from The Oval. 

By 1995, after respective crowds 
across the border had dipped danger¬ 
ously into double-figures, both clubs 
had sensed the writing on the wall 
and switched to the Welsh pyramid, 
although unlike fellow rebels Barry, 
Caernarfon were not required to win 
promotion to secure their seat at the 
top table. 

In their farewell season as a Northern 
Premier League club, Caernarfon fin¬ 
ished ahead of current League One 
side Fleetwood, much as Barry had 
eclipsed Newport and Forest Green in 
the south. 

Their first collision in the League 


of Wales saw Barry win 2-0 at The 
Oval that October. It would prove the 
first of no fewer than 17 consecutive 
head-to-head victories for the Jenner 
Park outfit. 

Among the more memorable was 
a 5-2 televised romp in January 1997 
that attracted a league-record 2,746 
to Jenner Park, and a 3-0 triumph for 
Gary Barnett’s Town in 1999’s Gilbert 
League Cup final. 

However, as Barry’s professional era 
came crumbling down in August 2003, 
Caernarfon would exact their ruthless 
revenge, inflicting an 8-0 humbling on 
a hastily-assembled, stand-in squad, in 
spite of the efforts of Matthew Case’s 
battling band of recruits from the Vale 
of Glamorgan Premier League. 

While the Canaries netted five more 
in the January 2004 reverse, it is only 
in recent seasons that the two sides 
have occupied a comparable standing 
in Wales, with results between them 
reflecting this. 

After Nathan Craig’s show-stopping 
free-kick helped Caernarfon to a 2-0 
home triumph in 2017-18’s JD Welsh 
Cup, the teams renewed league hostil¬ 
ities the subsequent September, with 
Marcus Jones claiming his first and 
only Barry goal in the closing minutes 
of a dramatic 1-0 victory at The Oval. 

Then, goals from Kayne McLaggon 
and Mo Touray helped Barry edge to a 
2-1 success at Jenner Park three days 
before Christmas, only for Craig to 
strike again in another 2-0 Canaries 
win on home turf 

Last March, Jonathan Hood joined 
McLaggon and brace-bagger Touray 
in ensuring a 4-0 flooring of the north 
Walians, yet the pendulum would 
swing once again in November, as a 
trio of second-half goals clinched a 4-1 
win for Caernarfon, after McLaggon’s 
penalty negated Darren Thomas’ 
opener. 

With honours even on their last 
Jenner Park rendezvous, the outcome 
of Saturday’s latest league showdown 
is perilous to predict, though Barry 
will be boosted by McLaggon’s return 
after his controversial red card against 
Connah’s Quay was rescinded, quash¬ 
ing any suspension threat. 

Among those vying for a starting 
berth on Saturday are Wales interna¬ 
tional David Cotterill and St Kitts and 
Nevis midfielder Theo Wharton, while 
the likes of Jack Compton, Keyon 
Reffell and long-term injury absen¬ 
tee Robbie Patten all appear poised 
to return to Chesterfield’s matchday 
squad. 

Kick-off between Barry and 
Caernarfon Town this Saturday is at 
2.30pm.
